Monthly report to the United Nations on the operations of the 
Kosovo Force 

1. This report covers the period from 1 to 30 November 2005. 

2. As at 30 November 2005, the total number of troops in theatre was 16,317, 
which includes 2,840 troops from non-NATO countries. 

3. There was no change in the status of partner/non-NATO country contributions. 

Security 

4. The overall situation in Kosovo remains stable but fragile. Kosovo flag day 
took place on 28 November without any major security incidents. On 30 November, 
the International Tribunal for the Former Yugoslavia released a verdict acquitting 
Fatmir Limaj and Isak Musliu and sentencing Haradin Bala to 13 years’ 
imprisonment for war crimes. 

5. During November 2005, there were unconfirmed reports of possible attacks 
against the French KFOR troops in multinational brigade north-east because of their 
role in operation “Drenica Wide”, intended to handle the security situation around 
the Adem Jashari memorial complex. 

6. Inter-ethnic tension continues and alleged ethnic-related incidents are still 
reported. 

7. A total of 276 incidents related to drugs, weapons, counterfeit currency and 
other smuggling activities were reported during the month of November 2005. This 
is an increase in comparison to October 2005, which showed 228 reported activities. 
Weapons seizures made up the vast majority of incidents during the month. 

8. KFOR continues operations to prevent ethnic violence and to protect 
patrimonial sites and remains vigilant to deter possible threats directed against 
international organizations and military bases. The force continues to improve its 
crowd and riot control capabilities so as to be better prepared to counter any 
resurgence of violence. 

Compliance by the Army of Serbia and Montenegro and the Ministry of Internal 
Affairs Special Police 

9. No breaches of the Military Technical Agreement were reported during 
November 2005. 

The Kosovo Protection Corps 

10. The current number of active members of the Kosovo Protection Corps (KPC) 
is 3,043. As at the end of November, there were 185 (6.08 per cent) ethnic minority 
members of the active contingent (164 male, 21 female). The percentage of 
minorities within KPC at the end of November continues to remain well under the 
UNMIK goal. At the end of the reporting period, the personnel establishment list 
includes nine vacant slots. 

11. During November, the KFOR Inspectorate for KPC cells of the multinational 
brigades carried out 51 roll calls; 1,210 out of 1,697 KPC members checked were on 
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duty in their barracks (71.30 per cent) and 205 (12.08 per cent) on duty elsewhere. 
The 1,415 number of the active strength (duty in barracks and elsewhere) shows that 
an average of 83 per cent of KPC personnel attended work schedules. Roll calls 
show a slightly increased number of personnel reported absent without permission, 
i.e. 2.41 per cent, compared with 1.67 per cent in October. 

12. Regular training was conducted based on the annual plan. The main focus was 
the monitoring of pick-up zone 1 and the civil protection brigade units and training 
on the new KPC disciplinary code. 

Conclusion 

13. The overall situation in Kosovo remains stable and fragile. The threat against 
KFOR personnel, vehicles and facilities remains, however, low.

Monthly report to the United Nations on the operations of the

1. This report covers the period from 1 to 31 December 2005. 

2. As at 31 December 2005, the total number of troops in theatre was 17,751, 
which included 2,768 troops from non-NATO countries. 

3. There was no change in the status of partner/non-NATO country contributions. 

Security 

4. The overall situation in Kosovo remained stable and fragile as the status talks 
approached. The deteriorating health of President Ibrahim Rugova was a cause for 
concern. The return of Fatmir Limaj after his acquittal by the International Tribunal 
for the Former Yugoslavia increased his popularity and enhanced his media image. 
Belgrade and Pristina assembled their status talks negotiating teams as Kosovars 
closely monitored the process. In an effort to influence the status talks, the Kosovo 
Serbs and Belgrade are believed to have attempted to increase tension in order to 
give the impression that there is a lack of security in Kosovo. Kosovo Albanian 
extremists might use this opportunity to intimidate the Kosovo Serb population in 
order to assert Kosovo Albanians’ desire for independence. 

5. Despite unconfirmed reports of possible attacks against the French KFOR 
troops in multinational brigade north-east during the month of November 2005, 
there were no incidents of violence reported against KFOR over the reporting 
period. 

6. The overall inter-ethnic situation in Kosovo remained tense due to occasional 
alleged inter-ethnic incidents. 

7. A total of 175 incidents related to unexploded ordnance, illegal weapons 
possession, weapons and ammunition findings, drugs, human trafficking and 
counterfeit currency were reported during December. Weapons seizures made up the 
vast majority of incidents during the month. In November 2005, there were 276 
incidents reported. During the month of December it is assessed that there was a 
significant decrease in criminal and illegal activities. Even with the frequent seizure 
of illegal weapons, there is no proof that these weapons are intended for extremist or 
criminal groups. Many can be attributed to personal protection based on the Balkans 
weapons culture. Drug trafficking is still considered to be a profitable criminal 
business for local organized crime groups. The small number of different kinds of 
smuggling-related incidents is assessed to be the result of efforts made by KFOR 
and UNMIK to fight illegal trafficking along the borders. However, smuggling 
remains one of the most lucrative illegal activities in Kosovo. 

8. KFOR continues operations to prevent ethnic violence and protect patrimonial 
sites and remains vigilant to deter possible threats directed against international 
organizations and military bases. The force continues to improve its crowd and riot 
control capabilities so as to be better prepared to counter any resurgence of 
violence. 
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Compliance by the Army of Serbia and Montenegro and the Ministry of Internal 
Affairs Special Police 

9. No breaches of the Military Technical Agreement were reported during 
December 2005. 

The Kosovo Protection Corps 

10. The current number of Kosovo Protection Corps (KPC) active members is 
3,043. There are 185 (6.08 per cent) active ethnic minority members (164 male, 21 
female): 34 Ashkali, 3 Roma, 10 Egyptian, 13 Croat, 26 Bosniac, 14 Muslim, 35 
Turk, 3 Goran and 47 Serbs. The percentage of minorities within KPC still remains 
short of the goal of the Special Representative of the Secretary-General (10 per 
cent) and there are only nine open slots left in the active personnel establishment 
list. 

11. During December 2005, KFOR Inspectorate for KPC cells of the multinational 
brigades and the joint inspection teams of the headquarters of the KFOR 
Inspectorate for KPC carried out 50 roll calls; 1,150 out of 1,608 KPC members 
checked were on duty in their barracks (71.52 per cent) and 172 (10.70 per cent) on 
duty elsewhere. The 1,322 members of the active strength (duty in barracks and duty 
elsewhere) shows that an average of 82 per cent KPC personnel attended work 
schedules. Roll calls indicate a slightly decreasing number of personnel reported 
absent without permission (1.86 per cent), comparing with the previous month (2.41 
per cent). 

12. Regular training was conducted based on the annual plan, the main focus for 
the KFOR Inspectorate for KPC in December has been the monitoring of KPC 
central units and civil protection brigades units by joint inspection teams and the 
implementation of and training in the new KPC disciplinary code. 

Conclusion 

13. The overall situation in Kosovo will remain stable and fragile due to recent 
events and approaching status talks. Observation and expectation of results at 
critical points in the process could have an impact on stability. The threat level 
against UNMIK and other international community facilities remains medium, and 
the threat level for KFOR is low. 
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
